To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  ray  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  196.2. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  with  a higher  death  rate 
than  birth  rate  are  an  indication  of  the  migration  of  the  younger 
people  from  the  area  and  the  increasing  age  of  the  remaining 
population. 

Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance  beyond  the 
indication  that  tuberculosis  continues  a steady  decline. 

Problems  connected  with  envir omental  hygiene  remain  the 
Council’s  major  concern.  Once  again  it  is  not  possible  to  report 
much  progress  in  this  work.  The  proposed  water  supply  scheme  to 
serve  the  upper  dale  is  still  held  up  pending  implementation  of 
the  Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  Order.  Supplies  have 
been  adequate  during  the  past  year,  but  the  quality  has  been  very 
variable . 

The  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  shows  signs  of 
improvement,  but  progress  in  building  appears  to  be  very  slow,  in 
spite  of  all  efforts  of  the  Council, 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a considerable  number  of 
children  have  received  a booster  dose  against  diphtheria  before 
starting  school,  it  is  distressing  to  find  that  a number  of 
parents  will  not  allow  their  children  to  be  immunised  at  this  age. 
Most  of  these  children  were  never  protected  against  diphtheria  in 
infancy.  Several  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  recently  been 
reported  from  different  parts  of  the  country.  Parents  should 
remember  that  although  poliomyelitis  has  stolen  the  limelight  in 
recent  years,  diphtheria  can  recur  at  any  time  with  all  the 
dangers  and  complications  that  were  commonplace  twenty  years  ago* 
Small -pox  Vaccination 

of  the  children  born  in  the  Wensleydale  Local  Health  Area 
during  the  year  were  notified  as  having  been  vaccinated  against 
small-pox  (66$  in  1961). 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

A large  proportion  of  your  Medical  Officer1 s time  during  the 
year  was  spent  on  poliomylitis  vaccination.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  8506  children  aged  under  15  years  in  the  Wensleydale  Local 
Health  Area  (of  which  the  Ays garth  Rural  District  is  part)  had 
been  vaccinated  with  two  injections.  This  figure  represents  some 
9k$  of  all  the  children  under  15  years  of  age  compared  with  89$ 
in  1961. 

In  addition  some  3991  older  persons  had  also  received  two 
injections  and  10,76k  children  and  adults  had  received  a third 
injection.

Water  Supply  Jr o,  the  Upper  Dale 

The  Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Boa,rd  Order  1962  was  made 
and  came  into  operation  during  the  year  although  the  day  of 
transfer  was  not  until  October  1963,  The  Council  continued  to 
administer  the  water  undertakings  in  the  meantime,  but  nothing 
can  be  done  to  improve  the  quantity  or  quality  of  water  available 
in  the  Upper  Dale  until  the  Board  is  operational  when  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Fossdale  Scheme  will  receive  urgent  consideration. 

Lower  Dale 

West  Burton 

In  July  the  yield  of  the  springs  supplying  West  Burton 
failed  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand,  as  in  the  past  it  was  found 
possible  to  keep  the  system  going  by  turning  off  the  main  at 
night  to  allow  the  reservoir  to  fill.  There  must  be  a consider- 
able loss  of  water  on  this-and  other  systems > through  defective 
fittings  and  pipes.  In  the  absence  of  meters  on  the  outlets  of 
the  reservoir  this  loss  can  only  be  estimated. 

Addle borough 

In  July  the  level  of  the  reservoir  on  Thornton  Moor  fell  to 
less  than  2*  0"  and  in  order  to  maintain  supply  it  was  necessary 
to  augment  the  supply  from  Askrigg,  Late  in  the  month  a bad 
burst  was  found  and  repaired  on  the  line  from  the  intake  to 
Aysgarth  Peservoir.  A good  deal  of  water  had  been  escaping  for  a 
considerable  time  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  this  had  been 
the  cause  of  the  shortage.  Once  again  the  absence  of  sufficient 
meters  and  gauges  makes  it  difficult  to  be  certain  of  the  cause 
of  a shortage.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


Meat  Inspection 

Practicaly  all  the  meat  inspected  was  killed  by  one  butcher 
as  the  other  butchers  in  the  district  have  almost  ceased  to  kill 
their  own  animal s . 

There  was  no  tuberculosis  found  in  any  of  the  animals  and 
as  was  said  last  year  tuberculosis  in  bovines  is  fortunately 
becoming  a rare  disease. 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  was  213  and  it  was 
necessary  to  make  78  visits  for  this  purpose.

Schemes  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the 
villages  of  Askrigg,  West  Burton  and  Thoralby  were  prepared 
during  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  greater  part 
of  the  area,  whilst  most  of  the  remainder  is  visited  monthly.  A 
few  remote  dwellings  have  no  collection  at  all. 

Refuse  was  collected  under  extremely  difficult  conditions  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  refuse  collection  vehicle  was 
off  the  road,  for  a.  short  period  in  December  whilst  repairs  were 
being  carried  out. 
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HOUSING 

Thr-  Housing  Rent  and.  Repairs  Act. Propos.aljL 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District  which  are  regarded 
as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  was  87  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  this  was  reduced  to  80  during  the  year. 

The  Council  were  required  by  the  Ministry  to  submit  further 
proposals  to  deal  with  the  unfit  houses  remaining. in  the  district. 
The  Ministry  were  reluctant  to  agree  to  the  Council ’ s proposal 
that  only  30  more  houses  should  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  5 years. 

In  approving  the  proposals  the  Minister  expressed  “the  hope . 
that  the  Council  will / in  practice,  be  able  to  deal  with  the  unfit 
houses  in  less  than  the  five  year  period  indicated” • 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1918  and  the  House  Purj;ha^Q_^M 
Housing  Act,  195.9. 

The  Council  offered  2 Discretionary  Grants  amounting  to  £75° 
during  the  year  and  19  Standard  Grants  to  a total  maximum  of  £2430, 
an  increase  over  last  year. 

New  Council  Houses 

During  the  year  a scheme  was  prepared  to  provide  four  houses 
and  eight  flats  at  Bainbridgo  on  a site  near  to  Holmebrae.
